Tit  ere  lum  uev**r  i»c»*n  so  large  a  nuuibcr 
of  persons  out  of  employ ni**iil  m  tins  city  as 
»i  '«r.  The  Government  offices*  ami  work 
shops  have  iiiaift*  a  large  ret lu<* tiou  in  tlu-ir 
force,  an  1  the  District  work  employs  not 
oiie-tentll  as  many  sta  were  at  work  one  year 
much.  The  large  number  of  contmets  given 
out  iiv  the  lata  boar<l,  i>rouglit  large  liutn- 
b  -rs  <if  colored  ]abon*i's  willi  their  families, 
from  the  siiiT  umliug  country,  but  since 
last  November,  when  tin*  work  stopped, 

Ifow  they  have  managed  to  live  is  u  mystery. 

Large  crowds  congregate  in  all  plaices  that 
seem  likely  to  show  some  uovelty  that  will 
tliviijiHti*  the  time  which  hangs  so  heavily 
4 iti  their  hands,  aud  in  vi**w  of  the  coming 
winter  tin*  is  a  serious  matter.  Already, 
however,  un  effort  is  made  to  get  them  oil 
into  t he  country,  but  a  store  of  labor  wiil 
remain,  worse  than  useless,  litre,  that,  it 
]  roperly  employed  on  the  fields  uud  farms 
of  Virginia  aud  Maryland,  would  add  large¬ 
ly  to  tiieir  productiveness,  anti  give  the  low, 
idle  drones  that  live  from  hand  to  mouth 
now,  and  whose  only  expectation  of  subsis¬ 
tence  this  coming  winter  lies  in  alms,  a 
chance  to  earn  their  own  bread  and  become 
useful,  even  thrifty  members  of  society. 

As  [  stated  iu  my  letter  of  August  3rd, 
simples  of  food  hud  been  gathered  from 
the  stores  for  the  purpose  of  analysis. 

Professor  Mendelt  ff,  the  chemist,  to  whom 
the  samples  were  given,  reports  that  speci¬ 
mens  of  tea  from  various  grocers  in  the  city 
were  chemically  and  microscopica  Iv  exam¬ 
ined,  aud  three  out  of  the  eight  were  no 
tea  at  all,  though  so  sold,  and  marked  with 
sounding  names.  The  other  five  were  all 
colored,  and  contained  not  one-third  of  the 
active  principle  of  tea.  viz  :  the  in.  These  last 
five  may  have  been  teas  used  once  in  i’binu. 
then  roiled  up  again,  colored,  roasted  aud 
packed  for  the  American  market.  Four 
specimens  of  ground  coffee  were  examined, 

Xhree  of  which  were  found  to  contain  as 
much  as  60  per  cent,  of  acorns,  and  only  one 
specimen  being  pure. 

case,  poor  or  ignorant  people  buy  these 
teas  and  coffees  thinking  they  are  cheaper, 
but  they  are  gross] y  deceived,  for  as  seen 
above,  it  ia  not  cheap  tea  or  coffee  they  are^a  u,k>s 
buying,  but  acorus  aud  other  substances  ai*.>.  «u  mat  ir<u  t  <>i  un 
which  they  would  not  buy  for  food,  or  if 
they  did  would  uot  pay  tho  price  asked  for 
tea  or  coffee.
